Chippewa Falls, and amending chapter 164, of 
the laws of Wisconsin for 1885, entitled, " an act 
to revise the charter of the city of Chippewa 
Falls." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Sir.crioN t. All of government lot number four, Territory 

of section thirty- three, of town twenty-nine, range leilttysch. ed to 

eight west, and all of government lot number 
five, of section four, of town twenty-eight, range 
eight west, is hereby detached from the town of 
Eagle Point, of Chippewa county, Wisconsin, and 
is hereby made a part of the city of Chippewa 
Falls in said county, and the same is hereby made 
a part of the First ward of the said city of Chip-
pewa Falls. 

SECTION 2. All of the south half of the north- Territo 

east quarter, the east half of the northwest quar- atacnea. 
ter and the northwest quarter of the northeast 
quarter, of section thirty-one of town twenty- 
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nine, range eight west, is hereby detached from 
the towns of Eagle Point and Tilden, of Chippewa 
county, and is hereby made a part of the city of 
Chippewa Falls in said county, and the same is 
hereby made a part of the Seventh ward of said 
city. 

SECTION 3. All of section five lying south of the 
Chippewa river, all of section eight, all of section 
six, and all of section seven lying south of the 
Chippewa river, all being in town twenty-eight, 
range eight west, and all of section twelve, and 
all of section eleven lying south of the Chippewa 
river, and being in town twenty-eight, range nine 
west, be and the same is hereby made a part of 
the city of Chippewa Falls, Wisconsin. All that 
part of the aforesaid territory lying east of a line 
running southerly from the bridge across the 
Chippewa river along the center line of Main 
street to Division street thence east on Division 
street to the quarter post on the section line 
between 'sections seven and eight, of town 
twenty-eight, range eight west, thence south 
on said section line to the section corner, shall 
be and the same is hereby established as the Ninth 
ward of said city of Chippewa Falls; and all that 
part of the aforesaid territory lying west of the 
same line shall he and the same is hereby estab-
lished as the Tenth ward of said city of Chippewa 
Falls. 

• SECTION 4. The village of South Chippewa here-
tofore organized within the territory described in 
section 8, of this act, is hereby abolished; and all 
the moneys, property and effects of the said vil-
lage of South Chippewa shall belong to the said 
city of Chippewa Falls; and the said city of 
Chippewa Falls shall be liable for all the debts of 
said village of South Chippewa. The officers of 
said village shall account to and turn over to the 
officers of said city of Chippewa Falls, all the 
moneys, property and effects of said village of 
South Chippewa. The treasurer of said village of 
South Chippewa, shall pay over to the county 
treasurer of said Chippewa county all the taxes 
collected by him for state and county purposes, 
and shall return to the said county treasurer the 
delinquent tax list of said village of South Chip-
pewa, and shall account to the treasurer of the 
said city of Chippewa Falls, as his successor, for 
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all moneys belonging to the said village of South 
Chippewa that may be in his hands. The village 
clerk of the village of South Chippewa shall de-
liver to the city clerk of the said city of Chippewa 
Falls all the books and papers in his possession 
belonging to said village, and shall, within ten 
days after the passage of this act, deliver to the 
said city clerk all chattel mortgages and other 
papers filed with him as such village clerk; and 
the said city clerk shall file the same in his office 
withotft additional compensation therefor, and 
during the said ten days the said mortgages and 
papers so on file with the said village clerk shall 
be deemed sufficient notice of the existence 
thereof.

in wards nine and ten of said city, created by this  
act, shall be held on the first Tuesday in April, 
1887, and the common council prior thereto shall 
procure proper places for the holding of said elec-
tion, and the inspectors and clerks of said elec-
tion shall be elected by the by-standers at the 
opening of the polls on election day; and said first 
election shall not be invalid or illegal by reason of 
any want of sufficient notice thereof. No adjoin-
ing town shall hold its election within the limits 
of the city of Chippewa Falls.

with the city charter for the sale of spirituous,

formed by any officer whose duties are herein pre-
scribed, and to prescribe and fix the compensation 
of all officers elected or appointed by them; such 
compensation shall be fixed by.resolution at the 
time the office is created, or at the commencement 
of the corporate year. The common council shall 
by resolution fix the salary or fees of all other 
officers of said city, except such as are fixed by 
this charter, who are to be elected for the ensuing 
corporate year, entitled to compensation for their 
services at the last regular meeting in February of 
each year; and the compensation of the officers so 
fixel shall not be increased or diminished during 
the t3rm of such officer, and in case the common 
council shall fail to fix the compensation of any 
officer as aforesaid, then such officer shall receive 
the same compensation as that received by his 
immediate predecessor in office. Provided, that 
from and after the passage of this amendment, 
the treasurer of said city shall receive as compen-
sation for his services, one per centum of all li-
cense moneys collected by him, and the amounts 
provided by section 19, of chapter 8, of chapter 
164, of the laws of 1885, and the said treasurer 
shall not be entitled to any other or further com-
pensation for his services as such treasurer, any-
thing in the charter of said city to the contrary 
notwithstanding.
